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During the days of August 14-17, 1983, Elizabeth celebrated a century of ministry. It all 
began in the heart of Elizabeth Love Wilson for whom the church is named. A reliable 
source reports that she would bring her cow to graze upon the grassy land where the church 
now is located. At times another saint, Jane Borders Mauney, would join Elizabeth to pray 
as the cow grazed. The burden of their prayer was for a church in their community to erase 
the influence of a nearby liquor store and eliminate the necessary travel to reach churches 
like Pleasant Hill and New Prospect. 

The founding date, engraved in the cornerstone of the first brick structure completed in 
1910, is June 8, 1983. Available records indicate that either during a brush arbor revival of 
early 1883 or soon thereafter a Sunday school was organized and that in September 1883 
the congregation petitioned for and was accepted into the membership of the Kings Moun¬ 
tain Baptist Association. God gloriously answered the prayers of the two early saints and 
has placed in the Elizabeth community a congregation of near 1,000 whose ministry extends 
to the ends of the earth. 

Over a span of 100 years 19 pastors have served the congregation. The average length of 
slightly more than 5 years, and more than 7 for the past 50, indicates that from the first 
pastorate of C.F. Felmet, whose tenure may be the shortest, to the present pastor Fred A. 
Mauney, whose length of service is the longest, the pastor people relationship has been 
strong and enduring. 

Few churches in the state have been as supportive to missions and denominational 
ministries as Elizabeth. Recent statistics, as published in the Biblical Recorder, concerning 
giving through the Cooperative Program revealed the top 100 churches. Elizabeth was 
number 40 of near 3,500 churches in dollars amount and 40 in percentage of total receipts. 

The headstone at the grave of Elizabeth Love Wilson has inscribed uon it, “she hath 
done what she could.” She prayed for a church in her community. She put legs to her 
prayers when she gave land upon which a building could be constructed. Because hundreds 
across a hundred* years have joined hands and hearts to do what they could, The Elizabeth 
Baptist Church has become a manifestation of Christ not only in its community but 
throughout the world as she has endeavored to heed the command of Christ and go into all 
the world to “make disciples.” 








Waco Baptist Church 

Waco Baptist Church was originally organized as Capernaum Baptist Church located at 
the site of Capernaum Cemetery. The following is inscribed inside the cover of the first 
minute book: “The Church at Capernaum were (sic.) constituted the 9th day of July, 1842 
by Elders D. Dobbins and R.P. Logan.” Elder Drury Dobbins, accepted the call of the 
church and became its first pastor. 

On September 9, 1842, Mattie Carpenter became the first member to be received by bap¬ 
tism. She was baptized the following day and among her grandchildren are Mrs. John 
Wacaster of Shelby and W.H. (Coot) Lutz of Waco. 

“Sabbath School” was started in April, 1867. 

When organized, Capernaum joined the Broad River Association, but joined the Kings 
Mountain Association in 1871. 

The church decided in 1886 to move its place of worship to Waco and in 1888 used the 
name “Waco Baptist” in submitting the annual letter to the association. 

The original church site was marked in 1918 by the construction of an arbor. Since then. 
Homecoming Day services have been held at the Capernaum arbor. 

Waco built its present auditorium in 1940 and retired its building debt by the end of 1941. 

Rev. Burley Turner of Waynesburg, Kentucky became the church’s first full-time pastor 
on June 21, 1953. In 1954 the church constructed its present educational building, and in 
1956, the church built the present pastorium. Then in 1963, the auditorium was remodeled 
into its present configuration and the front foyer and steeple added. 

Rev. Royce Ballew, a native of Dallas, Texas, was called from San Juan, Puerto Rico to 
become pastor of Waco Baptist on July 3, 1977. 

Waco Baptist has hosted the Kings Mountain Baptist Association four times: 1891, 1945, 
1964 and 1984.

CONSTITUTION 

PREAMBLE 

We, the members of Missionary Baptist Churches in the County of Cleveland, 
State of North Carolina, and territory adjacent thereto, do hereby propose to 
establish and maintain the principles and rules of order of a district Association in 
conformity to the following plan: 

ARTICLE I NAME 

The name of this body shall be the Kings Mountain Baptist Association. 

ARTICLE II PURPOSE 

Under the leadership of the Holy Spirit, this association of churches seeks to 
further the Kingdom through the following: 

(1) the fostering of fellowship and cooperaton among the member churches; 

(2) the ministering to the spiritual and physical needs of people; 

(3) the giving and receiving of information, assistance and training for member 
churches; 

(4) the cooperation with North Carolina Baptist State and Southern Baptist 
Conventions. 

ARTICLE III MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1: The Association shall be composed of cooperating Baptist churches 
in the area of the Association. . 

Section 2: Churches desiring membership in the Association shall apply to the 

Membership Committee. Application should include: 

1. Formal action by the group seeking admission reflecting that 15 a 7o ot those 
voting expresses their intent to cooperate. 

2. A written statement reflecting their beliefs and practices. 

3. A written statement that expresses their intent to cooperate. 

4. A willingness to meet with Membership Committee tc ‘

ARTICLE V AUTHORITY 

Each church in this Association is independent and soverign in its own affairs, 
and the Association has no authority over the churches except as provided in this 
Constitution in Article III, Seciton 2 and 3. 

ARTICLE VI OFFICERS AND THEIR ELECTIONS 

Section 1: The officers of the association shall be the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk- 
Treasurer, Auditor, Historian, Sunday School Director, Church Training Director, Music 
Director, Brotherhood Director, Woman’s Missionary Union Director, Chairman of the 
Library Council, Baptist Youth for Christ Director, Parliamentarian, and Audiovisual 
Coordinator. 

Section 2: the Moderator, Vice-Moderator and Clerk-Treasurer shall be 
elected on the morning of the last day of the annual meeting. All other officers 
shall be contacted and nominated by the Committee on Nominations and elected 
by the Associational Executive Board at their April meeting. 

Section 3: The newly elected Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer 
shall assume at the close of the annual session all duties incumbent upon them 
relating to work of the ensuing associational year. All other officers shall assume 
all duties incumbent upon them relating to the work of the ensuing year on 
October 1. 

Section 4: Any person having served two terms as Moderator shall be ineligible 
for re-election for two years. 

ARTICLE VII TRUSTEES AND THEIR ELECTION 

There shall be three Trustees of the Association, one preferably a lawyer, serv¬ 
ing terms of three years each on a rotating basis. On nomination by the Commit¬ 
tee on Nominations, one new trustee shall be elected at the Annual Meeting, no 
trustee being eligible to succeed himself until after the lapse of one year. The ex¬ 
piration date of each trustee’s term of office shall appear by his name in the 
Associational Minutes. 

ARTICLE VIII THE ASSOCIATIONAL EXECUTIVE BOARD 

The Associational Executive Board shall be composed of all Associational of¬ 
ficers (Article VI, Section 1), the Associational Director of Missions, the Chris¬ 
tian Social Ministries Director (ex-officio without voting privileges), each active 
pastor, two members chosen by each member church from its membership and 
certified to the Association in its annual report, and chairmen of all standing 
committees of the Association. The Associational Executive Board shall have the 
authority to act for the Association between sessions, except as limited by the 
Constitution. Associational Executive Board members are the connecting link 
between the Association and the churches. Executive Board members should 
represent the churches to the Association. Executive Board members should act 
as representatives for the Association to the churches. It is the responsibility of 
the Executive Board members to promote the programs, represent the needs and 
report to the churches concerning the work and ministry of the Association. Ex¬ 
ecutive Board members should seek acceptable means of representing the 
Association to their respective fellowships. It shall be the duty of the Executive 
Board to meet quarterly and to make reports and recommendations to the 
Association in its Annual Meeting. 

The quarterly meeting will be in January, April and July, on Monday after the 
third Sunday 

ARTICLE IX COMMITTEES 

Section 1: The Association shall have the following standing committees, with 
their terms of office being from the close of the annual meeting through the 
following annual meeting. 

A. To be nominated by the Committee on Committees and elected by the 
Association at the Annual Meeting: 
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1. Order of Business and Program Committee (By-Law !V, Section 1) 

2. Executive Committee (By-Law IV, Section 2) 

3. Evangelism Committee (By-Law IV, Section 3) 

4. Finance Committee (By-Law IV, Section 4) 

5. Ordination Committee (By-Law IV, Section 5) 

6. Nominating Committee (By-Law IV, Section 6) 

7. Constitution Committee (By-Law IV, Section 7) 

8. Membership Committee (By-Law IV, Section 8) 

9. Calendar Committee (By-Law IV, Section 9) 

10. Resolutions Committee (By-Law IV, Section 10) 

11. Historical Committee (By-Law IV, Section 11)

Amendements to this Constitution may be made at any Annual Session of the 
Association upon an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the voting members pre¬ 
sent. Proposed changes must be presented to.the Association on the first day and 
voted upon by a standing vote of the Association on the last day. It is reco¬ 
mmended that all proposed changes first be submitted to the Constitution Com¬ 
mittee.

Mftiutes to the jnember churches, keep on file copies of Minutes, records, and 
other documents of the Association, and shall also serve as Secretary of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Board. He shall inform all members elected to office or appointed to serve 
on committees of such action. He shall receive and bank all funds of the Associa¬ 
tion in the name of the Association; disburse the same upon instructions from the 
Association, its Executive Board, or as designated in the budget (no money is to 
be disbursed which is not included in the budget excefftupon receommendation 
of the Finance Committee to the Executive Board or the Association in annual 
session); render an accurate report of receipts and disbursements and distribute 
same at the Annual Meeting and give a report at each quarterly Executive Board 
meeting and keep books available and up-to-date for examination. 

Section 4: The Auditor shall, at the close of the Associational Year, make an 
audit of the Treasurer’s records and report to the Association in session. 

Section 5: The Historian shall collect and preserve historical data on the 
Association and its churches, and make a written report to each Annual Meeting 
of the Association. 

Section 6: The Sunday School Director shall cooperate with the Director of 
Misisons in promoting the work of the Sunday School Department. This officer 
shall attend the Executive Committee meetings and offer creative plans to this 
committee that would promote this work. 

The Associational Sunday School should assist church leaders to be more effec¬ 
tive in their responsibility. This should include: 

1. Provide opportunitites for fellowship and inspiration. 

2. Interpret the Sunday School Program. 

3. Train Sunday School leaders. 

4. Consult with Sunday School leaders concerning their program. 

5. Provide organization and leadership for cooperative work among the 
churches. 

Section 7: The Church Training Department shall cooperate with the Director 
of Missions in promoting the work of the Church Training Department. This of¬ 
ficer shall attend Executive Committee meetings, maintain the on-going work of 
this department at all times, and give an annual report to the Association. 

Section 8: The Music Director shall provide leadership for the Association in 
session and when requested at other times during the year. This officer shall 
attend the Executive Committee meetings and offer creative plans to this Com¬ 
mittee that would promote the work. He shall encourage music growth in the 
churches throughout the year and shall make a written report to the Annual 
Meeting. 

Section 9: The Brotherhood Director shall cooperate with the Director of Mis¬ 
sions in promoting the work of men and boys in the churches. The officer shall at¬ 
tend the Executive Committee meetings and offer creative plans to promote the 
development of men and boys and an awareness of world mission needs. 

Section 10: The Woman's Missionary Union Director serves on the Executive 
Committee of the Association and works with the Director of Missions; leads the 
WMU Council; confers with our associational WMU officers and assists them in- 
their work; leads in providing opportunities for leaders and members of their 
church WMUs to have fellowship and receive inspiration concerning their mutual 
mission task; leads in interpreting the WMU program to church leaders; leads in 
training church WMU workers and members: consults with church leaders concern¬ 
ing initiation of WMU work and the improvement of existing work; presides at 
and plans for associational meeting, leads in associational WMU annual plann¬ 
ing; leads in discovering mission action needs and in coordinating the work being 
done; and reports progress of WMU work to the Association and serves as con¬ 
tact between the Association and state WMU. 

Section 11: The Chairman of the Library Council shall promote the beginning 
and maintenance of church libraries in the churches; provide training oppor- 
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tunit'M for church librarians; maintain and develop the associational library; at¬ 
tend the Executive Committee meetings; cooperate with the Director of Missions 
and make an annual report to the Association at its annual session. 

Section 12: The Baptist Youth for Christ Director shall, under the supervision of the Direc¬ 
tor of Missions, serve as chairman of Youth for Christ Committee of the Kings Mountain 
Baptist Association. 


Section 13: The Parliamentarian shall, at the Annual Meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion, rule on all question* of parliamentary procedure which shall arise during the 
sessions. The Parliamentarian shall serve as a resource person to the churches and 
procedure" requeSt ’ advise and assist the churches on matters of parliamentary 


Section 14: The Audiovisual Coordinator shall assist all associational leadership in the 
selection, production and use of audiovisual material. Upon request, he shall provide 
similar assistance to individual church leaders. He shall provide opportunities for training 
in the production and use of audiovisuals in education, motivation and worship. The 
Audiovisual Coordinator shall work with the librarian in storing, cataloguing and pro¬ 
moting the use of audiovisual materials equipment. Maintenance of audiovisual equipment 
is the responsibility of the Audiovisual Coordinator. 

Section 13: Vacancies occuring between Annual Sessions shall be filled by the Execuitve 
Board, except the office of Moderator, in which case the Vice-Moderator shall automatical¬ 


ly become Moderator. 


By-Law IV DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 


Section 1: THE ORDER OF BUSINESS AND PROGRAM COMMITTEE shall be com¬ 
posed of the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Associational Music Director, 
and three other members. It shall rotate the place of meeting among the groups of churches 
with the host church being determined by the group. It shall recommend the preacher and 
the alternate for the annual sermon. It shall prepare a printed program for the Annual 
Meeting for the Association, which shall be sent to all persons on the program and to all 
pastors at least thirty days before the Annual Meeting. It shall, on the opening day of the 
Annual Meeting of the Association, present the printed program for adoptior and serve 
through the session when adjustments in the order of business become necessary. This com¬ 
mittee will be responsible for promoting the Annual Meeting through the various news 


Section 2: The Executive Committee 

1 Shall be composed of the Moderator, Vice-Moderator, Clerk/Treasurer, 
Music Director, Sunday School Director, Church Training Director, 
Brotherhood Director, WMU Director, Baptist Youth for Christ Director, 
Chairperson of the Christian Social Ministries Committee; President of he

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2. When without a Director of Missions, this committee shall seek out and 
recommend to the Association, or its Executive Board, for election of a new 
Director of Missions according to By-Law VI, Section II. 

3. It shall administer all matters referred to it by the Association or Executive 
Board and act on routine or emergency matters concerning business management, 
approve employment of all office personnel, deal with problems relating to per¬ 
sonnel, and maintain adequate equipment for the office. It shall meet regularly, 
not less than quarterly, but a quorum of seven is necessary to transact business. 
Section 3: The Evangelism Committee, composed of six members, shall promote 
the work of evangelism in the churches and the Association in cooperation with 
the State Department of Evangelism. All plans and programs to be subject to the 
approval of the Association or its Executive Board. 

Section 4: The Finance Committee, composed of six members, two rotating 
annually, with the Treasurer shall study the Association’s financial needs of an 
adequate program, present a budget to the Association for the following year, 
devise plans for securing the cooperation of the churches in raising funds to meet 
the budget, and make a written report to the Annual Meeting. 

The Committee shall be prepared to assist any church within the Association, 
upon request, with the stewardship programs offered by the Convention. 

The Committee shall express gratitude to the churches for their stewardship 
development that enables them to participate in local, home, and foreign mis¬ 
sions. 

Section 5: The Ordination Committee, composed of five members, with the 
pastor of the home church (the church of which the candidate is a member), the 
Director of Missions, and deacons of the home and requesting churches, shall, 
when requested by a member church, assist with the examination and ordination 
of a candidate for the Gospel Ministry. 

The Committee requires that it receive a copy of that portion of the Minutes, 
signed by the clerk, of the church conference at which the home voted to request 
examination of the candidate. 

The Committee requires that the candidate be called by a church for ministry 
before requesting examination. 

The Chairman shall notify the candidate of the time, place, and procedure. 

The Committee suggest that the candidate be questioned at least two weeks 
prior to his ordination. 

The Committee shall question the candidate about his conversion, his call, his 
priorities, his doctrine, and his personal life. The Committee may also counsel the 
candidate. 

The candidate should feel free to seek advice from the Committee regarding 
any area of the ministry. 

In every instance, the Committee shall be guided by the Scripture, especially I 
Timothy 3:1-7 and Titus 1:5-9. 

The Committee shall give written notice to the home church as to whether or 
not it recommends that the church proceed with the ordination. 

The Chairman shall report the Committee's activities to the Executive Board 
quarterly and provide a written report for the Annual Meeting. 

Section 6: The Nominating Committee, composed of six members, shall contact and 
nominate the officers of the Association according to Article VI of the Constitution. This 
Committee shall also, in cooperation with the Nominating Committee of various depart¬ 
ments (except the WMU and Brotherhood organizations), recommend workers for these 
various departments. The officers and workers of these respective organizations shall be 
nominated by the organization themselves and submitted to the Nominating Committee 
(Article VI, Section 1). They shall also nominate Associational representatives for the 
various institutions and agencies of our convention and members of the General Board of 
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our Baptist State Convention. The Committee shall also assist the Executive Board in filling 
vacancies which occur between annual meetings of the Association. This Committee’s 
nominations shall not preclude other nominations from the floor. 


Section 7: The Constitution Committee, composed of three members, shall be 
available to study changes or revisions in the Constitution, and to make rec¬ 
ommendations as needed. 

Section 8: The Membership Committee, composed of five members, shall per- 
torm the duties as set forth in the Constitution and By-Laws. The Membership 
Committee should be sensitive to groups seeking its services and be willing to pre¬ 
sent a statement of Baptist faith and practice and what it means to cooperate with 
other churches in the Association in a world-wide mission program. The Member¬ 
ship Committee shall annually review all churches and missions under the 
watchcare of the Association and may present them for membership within the 
Association or that they continue under the watchcare. 


Section 9: The Calendar Committee shall be composed of the following 
Associational officers: Sunday School Director, Church Training Director, 
WMU Director, Brotherhood Director, Music Director and Vice-Moderator as 
chairman. This committee shall work out as soon as possible each year an 
Associational Calendar for the coming year and present same to the Executive 
Board for adoption. 

Section 10: The Resolutions Committee composed of three members, shall 
draw up and present to the Association resolutions of appreciation, plan and pro¬ 
mote the work of the Committee in an annual planning meeting; and present 
resolutions of appreciation to individuals, organizations, and churches when 
there are events worthy of commendation. 

Section 11: The Historical Committee shall be composed of the Historian as 
chairman and six other members. It shall be the duty of the Historical Committee 
to collect, compile, and preserve all materials of interest to the. Association and 
member churches. It shall make its report at the Annual Association Meeting. 

Section 12: The Seminary Extension Committee, composed of three members, 
shall publicize study courses and programs that are available; and shall plan, pro¬ 
vide and promote Seminary Extension studies as they may be desired. 

Section 13: The Christian Life Committee, composed of six members, will give 
continual '•'.tention to the moral climate of the community and shall initiate 
necessary action to maintain and improve the climate. The committee shall com¬ 
mend these persons and institutions that uphold Christian virture, and shall sup¬ 
port the churches in the teaching of Christian personal and social righteousness. 

Section 14: The Committee on Committees, composed of five members, shall 
perform the duties as set forth in the Constitution (Article IX, Section 1), and 
shall assist the Executive Board in filing vacancies on all standing committees oc¬ 
curring between sessions. This committee shall also name the Chairman of each 


committee. , r 

Section 15: The Telephone Contact Committee shall be composed of one per¬ 
son from each group of churches in the Association (6). These committee members 
shall relay messages to pastors and key leaders during the year. All messages to be 

sent should be cleared with the Director of Missions. 

Section 16: The Enrollment Committee shall prepare for and direct the enrollment of the 
messengers. A total enrollment shall be made for each day. 

Section 17: The Christian Social Ministry Committee, composed ol six 
members, shall assist the CSM Director in the planning promotingi and1 cotre.a- 
tion of the Christian Social Ministry programs. This is to be a 
the Associational Missions Committee, with the Chairperson of the CSM co¬ 
mmittee serving as a member of the Missions Committee. Ex officio members 
shall be the Moderator and the Director of Missions. 


Section 18: The Church Reconciliation Committee shall be composed of the 
present Moderator as chairman, two immediate past Moderators and two layper¬ 
sons to be appointed annually by the above stated members. The chairman will 
report to the Executive Committee or the Executive Board the names of those lay 
persons appointed. This committee will be open to any person or persons of a 
member church seeking assistance with problems related to their church. 

Section 19: The Missions Committee shall be made up of the following members: Chair¬ 
man (Vice-Moderator), the Director of Missions, Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Finance 
Committee Chairman, Chairperson of CSM Committee, Sunday School Director, Church 
Training Director, Brotherhood Director, WMU Director, President of the Pastors’ Con¬ 
ference, and Audiovisual Coordinator. 

This Committee is to be available as a sounding board, to support the Director 
of Missions as a person (as well as an officer in the Association), provide feed¬ 
back concerning Associational programs and activities, conveying suggestions 
from the Association and offering support in projecting programs to the Execu¬ 
tive Committee and/or Executive Board. The Missions Committee shall seek to 
determine areas of need within and without the Association and formulate recom¬ 
mendations to the Associational Executive Committee. 

The Committee shall enthusiastically explore all mission possibilities through¬ 
out the Association, emphasizing the need for new teaching units, preaching 
points, missions, and churches; and it shall actively seejc out potential sponsoring 
churches for the beginning of specific mission endeavors. Providing energetic 
outreach leadership for the Association shall be the Committee’s highest priority. 

Section 20: The Recreation and Drama Committee shall promote a program of 
Christian recreation and drama in the churches. The Committee shall regard 
recreation and drama as a means, not an end. The Recreation and Drama Com¬ 
mittee shall use their programs as a way to teach, a means of witnessing and an 
avenue of expressing the abundant Christian life. The Recreation and Drama 
Committee shall be responsible to give assistance to any church that should re¬ 
quest help in the area of recreation and drama. The Committee’s responsibilities 
shall include fellowships, Senior Adults, retreats, crafts, drama workshops and 
other assignments of the Association, if asked. The Chairman of the Recreation 
and Drama Committee shall plan with the Director of Missions and give a report 
of the committee’s activities at the Executive Board quarterly meetings. 

Section 21: The Strategy Planning Committee, composed of five members, 
shall seek to understand the ‘Priority Statements* of the Association; provide 
support and suggestions to the appropriate committees for implementation; and 
recognize personally and publicly the committees that address themselves to, and 
make significant accomplishment in achieving the ‘Priority Statements.’ At a 
time it judges appropriate, the Committee will also suggest to the Association the 
need for further strategy planning. 

Section 22: Youth for Christ Committee, composed of a director and six members, shall 
be responsible for promoting and coordinating the following activities: 

1. Youth Council Sessions. 

2. Quarterly sessions of Youth for Christ in local churches. 

3. A Kairos Crusade for Christ every 3 to 5 years. 

4. Mission Vacation Bible School and/or Backyard VBS. 

5. Serve as a support group to the Associational Summer Youth Worker. 

6. Any other activity which the Director of Missions and/or Executive Committee 

deem necessary to foster a positive Christian witness for Christ. 
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Submit report for inclusion in Asociational Minutes. 
Represent Association to those who are bereaved. 


Section 24: PASTORAL MINISTRIES COMMITTEE 

The Pastoral Ministries Committee shall be composed of six ministers and/or staff persons 
in the Association with two rotating off each year. 

It shall be the duty of this committee to work with the Director of Missions in plannng and 
promoting continuing educational opportunities for ministers and staff persons in the 
Association. 


Section 25: CHURCH SURVEY AND EXTENSION COMMITTEE 
The Church Survey and Extension Committee shall be composed of six members and shall 
encourage the Association to respond to the need for new churches and the development of 
young congregations. It shall be the responsiblity of this committee to keep abreast of the 
growth and development of the townships within the Association and encourage the ap¬ 
propriate responses. 


Section 26: Members of all these committees, except those appointed by the Moderator, 
shall be elected to serve not more than three years on a rotating basis. 


By-Law V TRUSTEES 

The duty of the Trustees shall be to hold in trust any property, money, endow¬ 
ment, or other securities of said Association, and they shall handle all legal mat¬ 
ters of the Association under the direction of the Association or- Us Executive 
Board. 

By-Law VI DIRECTOR OF MISSIONS 

Section I: His selection shall be upon the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee and on vote by the Association at its Annual Meeting, or between ses¬ 
sions of the Association, by its Executive Board. His time of office shall continue 
until terminated by mutual consent or request of either party. He shall be a 
member of all committees and organizations of the Association in a serving and 
advisory capacity. 


By-Law VII DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN SOCIAL MINISTRY 

Section 1: Employment - The Director of CSM shall be jointly employed by the 
Association the Baptist State Convention of North Carolina and the Home Mis¬ 
sion Board. The employee should be elected to work until the sponsoring groups 
mutually agree to cease the tenure of service or the employee resigns. The CSM 
Director shall work under the supervision of the Director of Missions and in com¬ 
pliance with the Job Description provided by the State and Association. 

Section 2: Basic Function - The basic functions are to work with the CSM 
Committee to organize, supervise and promote a program of activities to meet t e 
spiritual, educational, emotional and physical needs of the people within the 
geographical boundaries of the Association. 

Section 3: The CSM Director shall be an ex officio member of the Associa- 
tional Executive Board, Associational Executive Committee and Missions Com¬ 
mittee without voting privileges. 

Section 4- When without a Christian Social Ministries Director the Assoc.a- 
tional Executive Committee shall be responsible for the appointment of a Search 


Committee to seek a person to serve as Christian Social Ministries Director 
according to By-Law VII Section 1 and 2. 

By-Law VIII AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to the By-Laws may be made at any session of the Annual 
Meeting by a majority of the messengers present and voting. 

By-Law IX DEFINE PROCEDURE 

Section 1: The business session of the Association shall be opened and closed 
with prayer. 

Section 2: Every report, resolution, or amendment offered to the Association 
shall be submitted in writing if requested by the Moderator. 

Section 3: No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject except by 
permission of the Association. 

Section 4: Messengers present from half the churches shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Section 5: Unless the Association decides otherwise, Annual Sessions shall be 
held on a rotating basis with a church or churches in each of the six Associational 
Groups as follows: Polkville, Lattimore, Shelby, Kings Mountain, Grover, and 
Waco.

20. Running ahead of schedule, Vice-moderator J.C. Goare ask Paul Sorrells of Beaver 
Dam to share with us some details on his church extraordinary means of borrowing 
money from the church members interest free. 

21. New staff members and ministers in our association were recognized by Cline 
Borders, Director of Missions. He gave a warm welcome to: Jesse Bailey-Pastor of 
Macedonia, Terry Bird-Pastor of New Bethel, Bob Cline-pastor of Pleasant Ridge, 
Scott Forrest-pastor Churchill Drive, Terry Gold-Minister of Music and Education 
for Putnam, Rochell Ingel-pastor of Peach Street, Jesse Johnson-pastor of Temple, 
Mark King-Minister of Youth of Zoar, Mike Landrum-Minister of Youth Kings 
Mountain First, Tim Spencer-pastor of Piedmont, ■Greg Thornton-pastor of Ross 
Grove, Don Whitner-pastor of Sandy Plains, Kevin Morgan-Minister of Youth for 
Zion, Ed Sessom-pastor of Bethlehem, Max Turner-pastor of Norman’s Grove and 
Allan Barlow-Minister of Youth for Double Springs. 

22. Dr. Bobby Gantt, pastor of Grover First, gave the Membership Committee report. 
This report is found elsewhere in this volume. He also shared with us a project that 
Grover First had on Life Threatening Illnesses. This project involved patients and the 
families of patients with incurable diseases. 

23. Vice-moderator J.C. Goare then made announcements that included the up-coming 
Bible Drill Workshop on October 29. 

24. Steve Austin, Associate pastor at Westview, presented “Great is Thy Faithfulness” 
accompanied by Mrs. Jean Mauney on the organ. 

25. Before beginning his Moderator’s message, Broadus Heatherly recognized our past 
moderators: C.O. Greene, Alton Martin, E.B. Hicks, Oscar Funderburke, E.M. 
Smith, C.A. Kirby, Jr., Roland Leath, Russell Fitts, Marion Adams, Bill McDaniel, 
and Carlos Young. For his message. Rev. Heatherly used Joshua 4: 21-22 as his scrip¬ 
ture reference. “What means these stones?” was the title of his sermon. He stated that 
God would have us to work together for His glory and support each other while doing 
this.

He also illustrated by chart that it has been proven when the budget is in¬ 
creased, contributions increase, and when the budget is lowered, contributions 
decrease. Mr. Cooper made a motion that the budget for 1984-85 be adopted, second¬ 
ed by Joel Jenkins. The motion carried. The 1984-85 budget is found elsewhere in this 
volume. 

33. Rev. Glenn Walker, pastor of Patterson Springs Baptist Church, and Chairman of the 
Ordination Committee, gave the Ordination Committee report. That report is found 
elsewhere in this volume. 

34. Mrs. Margaret Wilson of Elizabeth Baptist Church presented the Christian Life Com¬ 
mittee report for Rev. Dean Proctor. That report is found elsewhere in this volume. 

35. Rev. Allen Jolley led the congregation in singing two stanzas of “How Great Thou 
Art” accompanied by Mrs. Jean Mauney. 

36. The Special Gifts Committee report was given by Joe Cabiness, chairman. He stated 
that according to the printed report (included in the Treasurer’s Report) the Special 
Gifts Committee had been successful. He also stated that a letter to individuals had 
been mailed regarding Partners in Paving to help on the paving of the parking lot at 
the associational building. A challenge gift of one half the cost has already been made.

In 1948 with 58 churches in the 
association 1,075 people were baptized, in 1983 we had 73 churches and.total baptisms 
was 581.

He challenged each one present to win two people to 
Christ in the coming year. He stated we need to reach and win people to Jesus Christ, 
and also that we let the scripture in I Kings 19 help us have a spiritual renewal.

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DIRECTOR OF MISSIONS 
ANNUAL REPORT 1983-84 


It is difficult for me to believe that another year has passed. But one must recognize the 
authority of the calendar. 

It seems that every year has been a busy year. I have always welcomed a heavy schedule 
of activity. There are times though when the multitude of the task become almost over¬ 
whelming. 

I need your encouragement, your support, and your participation in this kingdom 
endeavor. It cannot be done by one person or the staff of our association. It can be done 
when we become a team complimenting each others efforts. I am being very candid with 
you when I say I need you, all of you. Your help and your assistance is essential to my per¬ 
sonal well being and to the achieving of the goals of our joint ministry. 

This past year I have preached thirty-seven sermons, visited in fifty other services. I was 
in the home or office of thirteen of our ministers. I led seventeen seminars, had four hun¬ 
dred sixty-six personal conferences, four hundred ninety-five telephone conferences, and 
led training sessions for ten Pastor Search Committees. I participated in twenty-nine 
associational committee meetings and fifteen state convention meetings. There were 
twenty-two visits with pastors or members of their families in the hospital. I shared in 
thirty-five growth groups for ministers and attended eight Pastors’ Conferences. I shared in 
two community meetings, nineteen associational activities and led one revival. 

I want to ask you to join me in looking at the financial circumstances of our pastors and 
staff members. I am greatly concerned about the financial needs of those who minister 
among us. In terms of dollars, we have never been paid so well. In terms of purchasing 
power, we have made very little, if any, progress. Unfortunately, it is still difficult, if not im¬ 
possible, for the minister to represent his financial needs. Who represents his needs? It is a 
question worth answering. Who does this in your fellowship? At the table where budgets 
are proposed and compensation is determined often there is no one to represent the pastor 
and staff. . lie association seeks to support this need by providing information, but we do 
not seek nor are we privileged to sit with and be a part of that process. Let me encourage 
you to look back into this process and see who accepts the role of representing your 
ministers financial needs. One of the finest ways to say thank you to a pastor and staff is

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enough for those who have served 
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families in the period of retirement. 

Our joint ministry continues to grow. You will be made conscious of that growth as you 
follow the proceedings of this annual session. It is designed to report to you. It will take the 
whole session to get you in touch with what has been done and to catch a glimpse of those 
things that are about to happen. 

I am delighted to report to you that the American Christian Television Service is coming 
to Cleveland County. We are indebted to Shelby First Baptist Church for making it easy for 
us to move into this ministry. First Baptist Church will purchase and house all of the initial 
equipment needed. We hope your church is in the process of joining this ministry. We must 
receive written notification saying that your fellowship has voted to participate. The cost is 
SI.20 per resident church member per year. This money will go to our Radio/Television 
Commission to help offset the tremendous cost of production and the purchase of space on 
the satellite. The greatest reason that you should belong is that it will minister to our area. 
ACTS is a way of reaching the unreached. It is a way to get the gospel into the con¬ 
dominiums, apartment complexes, and other places that we do not have access to through a 
door-to-door visitation. ACTS is now broadcasting twenty-four hours a day and provides 
the TV audience an option to much that is on the tube. 

For five years we have been serving as host to the classes offered by Southeastern Baptist 
Theological Seminary. Two teachers drive down from Wake Forest each Monday. Students 
travel from as far south as Marietta, Georgia and as far north as Elkin, North Carolina to 
attend these classes. Current enrollment is thirty-one in the New Testament class and forty- 
two in the Congregational Behavior class. Your pastor has an opportunity to update his 
training, pursue a new degree or begin his theological training right here in our county! This 
is a part of your joint ministry. 

We are rapidly approaching the fulfillment of a long time dream—a new mission in a 
needed area by the churches of our joint ministry. Number Three Township has a total 
population of 7,227. Baptist churches in the area have a combined membership of 1,490. 
One Methodist church in the area has a resident membership of less than 200 as reported by 
the pastor of that fellowship. This means that there are 5,237 persons living in that 
township who are not involved in any of the area churches. 

We now have an Advisory Committee organized and staffed to begin a new work in this 
township. Dr. Paul Sorrells is chairman of the committee to begin this new work. The com¬ 
mittee needs your active support in terms of personnel and money. Opportunities will be 
presented to you in the months ahead as this work unfolds. Pray for this new mission, plan 
to give, and determine to share in this new work. Your church has been asked to consider 
this opportunity and vote to participate by electing three people to serve on the Advisory- 
Committee. Plan now to go back to your fellowship and get on board in this exciting adven- 

North Carolina Baptists are sharing also in a mission in West Africa inthe land called 
Togo. Volunteers are asked to go and share their skills. Already forty-two persons from our 
state have given from one to three weeks of their time. Who is needed? Listen carefully to 
the list: tractor operators, dozer operators, Lome hostess, drilling supervisor, drillers, 
Moretan project supervisor, carpenters, nurses, masons, cook, assistant cook, preachers, 
bridge engineer, concrete specialist, iron worker, missionary kids school teacher. Applica¬ 
tion forms are available through your associational office. Let me urge you to apply and 
secure more information. You can stop the process anytime. Explore this option, you may- 
find a rich opportunity for yourself and God’s Kingdom. 

There are opportunities here in Cleveland County and there are opportunities in Togo, 
West Africa. The Father is calling all of us to find our place. 

During this annual session, you will have opportunity to consider several constitutional 
changes. I personally feel that they are all in the best interest of the association. The princi¬ 
ple behind these changes is to more clearly define and spread out responsibility. In my . 
judgement, the stronger the base of operation we can achieve the stronger we will be in our 
joint ministry. 
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Bob Davis, our CSM director, is recovering from surgery and doing nicely. Bob has com¬ 
pleted six years of work with us beginning in 1978. Aren’t you proud of the outstanding 
piece of work he has done. Read his report carefully and rejoice. This past year the 
volunteers who operated the top store were recognized by a certificate from Governor Jim 
Hunt of North Carolina. Bob, himself, was given the Civitan Citizen of the Year ward by 
the Shelby chapter. He was cited for “outstanding achievement and unselfish service in the 
betterment of our community.” When you read the record of twenty-three professions of 
faith and how he has enlisted 1,837 volunteers, you understand why he has been recogniz- 


Our joint ministry—it is exciting and 1 want to tell you something—the Lord has not 
completed His task with us yet. There is much ahead to be accomplished and He wants all 
of us to be a part of all He is doing.

CHRISTIAN SOCIAL MINISTRIES — ANNUAL REPORT 
1983-84 

Again this year we have experienced growth in our programs of ministry. I am delighted 
to be able to share the following report on the activities of ministry to the people of 
Cleveland County. 


Prison Ministry We have continued to be involved in ministry to the men in our 
local prison camp in four major programs of ministry. Our Yokefellow program 
has been one of our major efforts. We have met bi-weekly in services of worship 
and fellowship. Twenty-one volunteers have been involved in this ministry by 
providing home baked goodies for the fellowship period of our services. 
Volunteers went 134 times to be a part of this ministry. We had twoinmates who 
made professions of faith. A second ministry has been the week^ Bible study. We 
meet one hour per week in the afternoon. Seminary Extension Bible Study began 
in October and ran for twelve sessions. In April we began classes using Charles 
Colson’s materials, Prison Paper. This has proven to be an excellent resource of 
valuable guides for discussion. We have had faithful attendance by those who 
are involved. The third area of ministry is our Christmas gift packets. Las

This is 
called “final Step” program and gives the Juvenile an opportunity to see prison 
life. Twenty-eight of us went to South Mountain Baptist Camp for this two night 
retreat. In September we sponsored a camp for emotionally disturbed youth who 
are involved in therapy at the local mental health center. There were ten youth 
and three volunteers who went. The total number of volunteers involved in this 
ministry was 35. 

3. Senior Adult Ministry We hosted and co-sponsored with the Department of Ag¬ 
ing, NC Baptist State Convention, a Senior Adult Conference on March 21. 
There were five associations and eighteen churches represented. Total attendance 
was 34. 

4. Literacy Ministry We have had ten volunteers working with 13 adult students this 
year. These have volunteered 1,000 hours this year. Our next workshop is to be 
held at the associational office October 26 from 6:00 to 9:00 p.m. and October 
27 from 9:00 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. Pre-registration will be necessary in order to 
determine the amount of materials we will need. 

5 . Domestic Violence We had a conference in May designed to help the minister and 
his spouse to know of the problem and how to deal with it. Twenty-six volunteers 
were in attendance. Our next conference will be October 30 at the associational 
office and will be for lay people. 

6 . Migrant Ministry Our Belwood Community Center worship and fellowship pro¬ 
gram began August 19 and continued through September 23. Average migrant 
attendance was 21. A total of 187 volunteers was involved. Fourteen churches 
participated in this project.

CHURCH TRAINING REPORT 


Church Training continues to provide opportunities for growth in Christian discipleship. 
Among these opportunities are (1) continuing age-graded groups, (2) Equipping Centers, 

(3) new church member training, (4) Baptist doctrine study, (5) Master Life, and (6) Disci¬ 
ple Life: Training Youth in Discipleship. The purpose of each of these methods of training 
is to equip Christians for the tasks of ministry. 

Churches throughout our association are using one or more of these approaches to training 
in an effective manner. Enrollment in Church Training increased by 5.2% during the past 
year. Several churches have begun Master Life groups and have reported very positive ex¬ 
periences with this in-depth discipleship study. Equipping Center Modules continue to be a 
popular resource for short-term training or as an alternative to dated periodicals. The varie¬ 
ty of materials which are available enable a church to design a Church Training program 
which will meet the needs of its people. I encourage our churches to utilize these resources 
and to continue their good work in Church Training. 

Associational events during the past year were as follows: 

(1) Two of our Associational Church Training leaders attended the Enabler’s Con¬ 
ference at Fruitland. 

(2) Master Life training was offered at the associational office for the second time 
under the leadership of Rev. Billy Cooper. 

(3) A Bible Drill Worker’s Workshop was held with a total of 19 people in atten¬ 
dance. 

(4) Six churches participated in the Associational Bible Drill. There were 27 children 
and 3 youth. Twenty-five children and one youth were State Bible Drill winners. 

(5) We had one participant in the Youth Speaker’s Tournament who represented our 
association at the regional tournament.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS CHANGES PROPOSED 
BY THE CONSTITUTION COMMITTEE 
(Effective 1985) 


CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE VI OFFICES AND THEIR ELECTION 

Present Reading Section 1: The officers of the Association shall be the Moderator, Clerk- 
Treasurer, Auditor, Historian, Music Director, Organist, Sunday School Director, Chair¬ 
man of the Library Council, Baptist Youth for Christ Director, Parliamentarian, and 
Audiovisual Coordinator. 

Proposed Change Section 1: The officers of the association shall be the Moderator, Vice- 
Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, Auditor, Historian, Sunday School Director, Church Train¬ 
ing Director, Chairman of the Library Council, Baptist Youth for Christ Director, 
Parliamentarian, and Audiovisual Coordinator. 

Present Reading Section 2: The Moderator, Vice-Moderator and Clerk-Treasurer shall be 
elected ont he morning of the last day of the annual meeting. All other officers shall be con¬ 
tacted and nominated by the Committee on Nominations and elected by the Associational 
Executive Board at their April meeting. 

Proposed Change Section 2: The Nominating Committee shall present recommendations 
for the offices of Moderator, Vice-Moderator, and Clerk-Treasurer to the Association for 
election at the evening session of the first day of the annual meeting. Other nominees may 
be recommended from the floor.

BY-LAW IV DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 

Present Reading Section 1: THE ORDER OF BUSINESS AND PROGRAM COMMIT¬

The Pastoral Ministries Committee shall be composed of six ministers and/or staff per¬ 
sons in the Association with two rotating off each year. 

It shall be the duty of this committee to work with the Director of Missions in planning 
and promoting continuing educational opportunities for ministers and staff persons in the 
Association. 

Section 25: CHURCH SURVEY AND EXTENSION COMMITTEE

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ORDINATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


The committee this past year was composed of the following members: Rev. L.A. 
Howard, Rev. Marion Adams, Rev. Dave Gordon, and Rev. Glenn Walker, Chairman. 
Rev. Sam Murphy served with us a short time but moved from our association. 

This past year we met one time for the purpose of organization and four times at the re¬ 
quest of churches for the purpose of examining candidates for ordination. 

The committee met on October 29, 1983 at the request of Faith Baptist Church, Kings 
Mountain, to examine Mr. Stephen Parker. After a period of questioning, Mr. Parker was 
recommended for ordination. Mr. Parker was called as pastor of Walker’s Chapel Baptist 


Church. 

On August 4, 1984 the committee met at the request of Dover Baptist Church to examine 
Mr. Robert Dockery. Mr. Dockery was examined and did well with the questioning but was 
not recommended for ordination at this time because he had not been called to a church. 
The reason for this procedure was because Mr. Dockery was going to Southwestern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, Fort Worth, Texas and was looking toward being called to a church 
there. At such time Dover Church could proceed with the ordination. However, if there is 
too much time elapsed the committee felt that another examination should be held. 

The committee met on October 20, 1984 at 1 P.M. at the request of First Baptist Kings 
Mountain to examine Mr. Mike Landrum. After a period of questioning Mr. Landrum was 
recommended for ordination. Mr. Landrum was called as associate pastor of First Baptist 
Kings Mountain. The committee met on October 20, 1984 at 2:30 P.M. at the request of 
Northside Baptist Church to examine Mr. Max Turner, Jr. After a period of questioning

In June of this year, it was called to our attention that Food Lion, Lowe’s Food and six 
convience stores had petitioned the city of Shelby to be annexed to the city by satellite an¬ 
nexation. The reason the stores wanted to be included in the city was this would enable them 
to sell beer and wine. The Christian Life Committee met in the office of Mr. J.A. West to 
discuss what we could and should do about this. A decision on the petition was to be made 
by City Council at their next meeting. So it was decided that we should go to the Council 
meeting and Mr. West would be our spokesman to voice our opposition to the city making 
it possible for these stores to sell beer and wine. We, along with several other concerned 
citizens, went to the council meeting. Some who could not attend had called the council 
members before the meeting and others had sent a petition—all in opposition to the annex¬ 
ation. Maybe we had a small part in helping the council members decide to vote against an¬ 
nexation. 

Also at our meeting in Mr. West office, we discussed pornography and the fact that so 
many unfit magazines are displayed in the mall, newstands, and convenience stores where 
small children and young people are exposed to them. Mr. West advised us that until the 
Supreme Cuort changes its stand on the issue of pornography, that we would not have a 
chance at winning a case against the people that choose to sell this material. Right now we 
are just keeping a watchful eye and hoping that soon there will be some changes in the 
Supreme Court. When there is — maybe the pendulum will swing back toward common 
decency and we can do something. 

In order for the Christian Life Committee to accomplish much, we need the help of all of 
you. If you hear of or read of anything that you think needs to be checked into, please give 
one of the committee members a call. If you can’t remember who we are, just call the 
associational office. They will refer it to the proper persons. We will never know if we can 
help a situation or not until we try.

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HISTORIAN REPORT 


Kings Mountain Association in 1851 had 13 original churches in Cleveland County and 
Rutherford County and upper South Carolina. We are now 133 years old and have approx¬ 
imately 30,000 members in 73 churches. 

The first year after the association was organized there were 128 baptisms. Now there are 
approximately 600 baptisms per year. 

If there were any Sunday Schools (then called Sabbath Schools) the minutes do not tell of 
them. The Sunday School era began about 20 years later. There are now about 17,000 
members. 

The Women’s Missionary Union was begun in 1895 with possibly 25 members. Two 
churches, New Bethel and Shelby First, appear to have organized about the same time, 
though Shelby made the first report to the NC Baptist Convention. WMU now has some 
3,800 members. 

Training Union, or the old Baptist Young People Union (BYPU) appears in the minutes 
of 1919 with Professor O.P. Hamrick of Boiling Springs as Associational leader. It now has 
4,000 members. 

Brotherhood appeared first at Zion in 1946, and now has about 2,000 members. 
Property values were not listed in early years, but a fair estimate is $6,500 for 13 chur¬ 
ches. Some of the members were still meeting under brush arbors. Total property value now 
is a whopping $56,000,000. 

There were only nine full-time ministers in the association in 1851 and they supplemented 
their income by farming or merchandizing. There are now approximately 125 ministers in 
the association as active pastors, teachers or retirees. 

Salaries in those early days ranged from no pay at all to $1,000 per year and pay was 
sometimes supplemented by “poundings” of fruits, vegetables, meats, and home supplies 
and other gifts of love. Larger churches now have multiple personnel salaries to pay for 
music, education, maintenance, etc. . . not just for the pastor. The spread is now rom
